Witeh Finding in Indin,

The ordeal by water is universal among
the barbarous Non-Aryan tribes of Cen-
tmal Indis, from the Bheols in the west
country to the wild men in the almoal
unexplored jungles of Bustar and the fm
east, townrds the Bay of Bengal. Here
i a deseription of one water test, taken
A few years ago from the mouth of an
expert witch finder among the Bheels,
who got inlo & serape for applying it to
an old woman. ‘A bamboo is stuck up
i the middle of nny piece of water
The wacoused is taken to it, lay
hold of it, and by it descends to the
bottom. In the meantime one of the
villagers shoots an arrow from his bow,
and another runs to pick it up and bring
it back to the place whence it was shot,
If the woman is able to remain under
water until this is done she is declared
innocent, but if she comes up te breathe
before the arrow is returned into the
bowman's hand she is a true witch and
must be swung ns such.” In the cose
from which this nccount is taken tha
woman failed in the test, and was con-
sequently swung to and fro, roped up to
A tree, with a bandage of red pepper on
her eyes; but it is obvious that this kind
of otdeal, like almost all primitive or-
deals, is contrived so as to depend for its
effect inuch upon the manner in which it
is conducted, whereby tho operator's
favor becomes worth gaining. A gkillful
archer will shoot just as faras he chooses,

Another crdeal is by heat, as for in-
stance, the picking of a coin out of burn-
ing oil. But the question extraordinary
is by swinging on a escred tree, or by
flogging with switchies of a icnlar
wood. Swinging before an idol, with a
hook thirough the muscles of the back, is
the well-known rite by which a Hindu
devotes himself to the god, and flogging
with rods from n sncrmf tree manifestly
adds superhuman virtue to the ordinary
offect of a vigorous lnying on. In 1865
u woman suspected of bringing cholern
into the village was deliberately beaten
to death with rods of the castor oil tree,
which is exeellent for purging witcheraft,
It is usual also to knock out the front
teeth of a notorious witch; the practice

| appears to be connected with the belief,

well known in all countries, that witohes
assume animal shapes: for in India they
are supposed occasionally to transform
themselves into wild beasts, a super-
stition analogous to our European lycan-
thropy. Shaving the heads of femals
witches is very common among the tribes
much infested by sorcerers; it is employed
as an antidote. not merely aa n degrading
punishment, so that one is tempted to
trace its origin to some recondite notion
of power residing in the hair; and thus
even back toward Samson, to Circe with
the beautiful locks, and to the familim
devils of early Christian times, who are
said to have a peculinr attachment for
women with fine tresses,—&ir A. Lyalls
Asiatic Studies.

As the corpie wad
being earried along it was followed by
a rabble of mourners who were all
screaming and yelling, At intervals
along the rond the corpse was placed on
the ground and a series of athletic
games were commenced, in which spem
exercises were the most prominent, When
the place of burial was reached the
corpse wns thrown niked into ashallow
grave and then covered up with earth.
A large pile of rocks was then placed
over the grave. BSome pleces of silver
and s few other artieles were buried
with the body in order to give the ghost
a start in the next world. When people
of rank nre buried the ceremony is more
extensive and somewhat different.

BOME REMARKANLE IYREAXS OF

A Germinn Whb Writes Poetry In His
Sleep—Curions Cnse of an itnlinn
Noblemnn.

A ntory ia told of a German student —
a somnambulist—who on one ocension
arose from his sleep and wrote some
verses on & subject which he had vainly
wrosatled with when nwake,

ville who ufied to arise in hig sloep and
go out on the roof of his house und walk
nlong where it would have been utterly
impossible for him to have stood had he
been awnke. 1 have heard of aman whe
wis sccustomed to go down the stecp
side of & mountain to & oreelk, undress,
and go in and take abath, [He wonld
then come ont, dress and return home,
all the time being wholly unconsciouns of
what he wans doing.

“What is somnambulism

] don't know., The somnambulist
seoms to dream, and to have the power
to act that a sleeping man has not.
S8ome of them relate as dreams what they
do when they take these night walks,
There is astory told of n young nebleman
in the city of Brenstein who was observed
by his brother to rise in his sleop, put on
his closk, and, having opened the case-
ment, to mount by the help of n pulley
to the roof of the building. Thore he
was soen to tear in pieces o magpie's nest
and wrap the young birds in his cloak.
Ile returned to his apartment, having
placed his cloak by him with the birds
in it. In the morning he awoke and re-
lated the adventure as having occurred
in a dream, and was greatly surprised
when he was led to the roof of the tower
anid shown the demolished nest, as woll
as the magpics concealed in his cloak.”

“Do somnambulists always go with
their eyes openi”

“They usually do, I have noticed
that actresses who play ‘Lady Macbeth’
all accept that idea,
a woman in the sleep-walking scene in
‘Lady Macbethi'"

The reporter remarked that he had
been quite horrifiecd on more than one
occasion as a pair of glassy eyes stared
vacantly over the footlights.

“Those eyes in the renl somnambulist
cannot see. They look, but they do not
see; they have ears, and hear not.”

One of the most interesting cuses is re-
ported by Muratori. Bays he:

“Bignor Augustin was an ltalian noble-
man, ﬁurk. thin, melancholy and cold-
Llooded, addicted to the study of the
abstract sciences.  His attacks occurred
at the waning of the moon, and were
stronger in sutumn and winter than in
summer. An eye-wituess gives the fol-
lowing description of them:

“One evening toward the end of Octo-
ber we played st various
dinner. Signor Augustin took a part in
them along with the rest of the company,
and afterward retired to repose, At1
o'clock his servant told us that his mas-
ter would walk that night, and that we
might come and watch him, Iexamined
him nfter some time with a candie in my
hand, He was Iying upon his back, and
sleeping with open, staring, unmoved
eyes. We were told that this was
n sure sign that he would wal
in his sleep. 1 felt his hands and
found them extremely cold, and his
puise beat so slowly that his Dblood
secmed not to circulate, It was about
midnight when Bignor Augustin drew
aside the bed curtsinsg with violence,
arose, and put on his clothes, Iwent up
to him und held the light under his eyes,
He took no notice of it, although his
eyes were wide open and staring. He
fustened on his sword and warmed him-
himself in an arm-chsir by the fre. He
went to his wardrobe, took ont some
things, got others disarranged, put them
in order agnin, locked the door, and put
the key in s pocket, IHe then went
into o court and caught and bridled his
horse. He appeared confused when he
did not find tfw saddle in its accustomed
place, but finally msunted the horse and
rode to another side of the court and tied
his horse, From there he went into the
house and walked into a parlor, whete
he played several airs on a hurpsichord.
After moving sbout for two hours he
went to his room and threw himsell on

his bed,where he slept nine or ten hours,

"I’he servants declared that they could

[ only put sn end to his paroxy=ms by

tickling him under the soles of his feet,

or by blowing a trumpet in his ears.”

Negretti was o servant about twenty-
four years old, and & sleep-walker from
his eleventh year, but his attacks only
oceurred in March, He would arise in
his sleep, arrange the table, stand back
of his master's chair long enough to give
him timo to eut, and then elear the eloth,
He would then lock up the house and uar-
rnge for going to bed, and after doing
s0 would bo awskened. Ie could re-
member nothing of his somnambulistic
actions, He would awaken when water was
thrown in his face,and would be faint and
stupid for some time. Ile acted from
force of habit, snd if o door through
which he had passed wis afterward shut he
would run against iv when he returped,
If he carried a candle and o bottle was
substituted he would not know the dif-
ference. Itis said of Negretta that he sat
down toeutn bowl of sulad which he
had prepared. It was taken from him
and some r-.lrn::_'_,ri_\ seasoned ciabibage Pk
in its plaee; but he ate without pereely-
ing the difference, Heo sniffed ground
cotfee in place of snull, wlieh he had
domanded, Other sleop walkers hnve
heen known to deteot these deceptions,
| In peneru)l, somnambulists do not hear
| persons who tulic alond in their presence

A young priest used to arise and write
his sermons in his sleep, reading them
mloud after doing so, and making eor.
rections and iuterlineations with the
most remarkable scoeumoey, sven correct.

When Herodotus was in Egypt about
400 yonrs bofore the Christian ern, the

following was the way In which thia
formidable reptilo was taken prisoner:
“There are many ways of catehing

¢roondiles in Egypt, but the following
sooms to be best worth relating. The
huntsman puls the chine of a ﬁg B8 n
bait on a hook, and lets it down into the
river. In the monntime ho takes hia
station on the bank, holding a young
pig, which he beats in order to make it
squeal out.  The crocodile, on hearing
this, mukos toward the sound, but meet-
ing with the bait on his way, he swallows
it down, Then the men begin to pull,
nnd after he is fuirly hauled out on dry
lnnd, the first thing the huntsman dous
is to plaster the crocodile’s eyes up with
mud, 1f ho ean succoed in doing this
there is no difliculty in munaging the
beast; otherwise it is a very troublesome
| aflair.”

The

ancient Egypt is curious, nnd not very
eagily accounted for. In the southern
parts, wear ithe cataracts, the crocodile
wns an article of food, but probably
only with o particulur caste, as in Don-
goln at the present day. Tn other parts,
08 the Thebes and nenr the great Lake
Keroun, it was fashionable to have a pet
crovodile, who was fed daintily and
treatod with great respect,  *“They put,”
snid Herodotus, “pendants of glass and
gold in their cars, and rings round their
fore-legs; they also give them a rogular
nllowance of bread and meat, and take
all possible care of them while alive,
When they dio the Egyptians embalm
them and put thom in sscred sepul-
chres.” Fortunately for the crodit of
Herodotus, n mummy of & crocodile has
| been found with his ears plerced for
pendants, which fact is particalarly
montioned by M. Geoffroy 8t. Hilnire,
Strabo tells an odd story of a crocodile
which he saw when he visited Egypt,
| somewhat moro than 400 years after the
visit of Herodotus. *‘In this district
| they honor the crocodile very much, and
| they have a sacred one which lives in the
| Inke by itself, and ia quite tame to the
priests. He is called r{"uclms, and s fod
with bread, and meat, and wine, which
he gets from strangers who come to see
him. Our host, who wns a person of im-
| portance in the place, accompanied us to
the lake, taking with him from the table
n small cake, some roasted meat, and a
little cup of some swect liquor. We
found the erocodile lying on the margin
of the Iske. The priests went uptohim,
and while some opened his mouth, another
crammed into it, first the cake, then
the meat, and last of all, poured the
drink down his throat. The crocodile,
after this treat, jumped into the lake
and swam over to the other side.—Kye,

‘What is a billion? In the French sys-
| tem of notation, which 1s also used in
| the United States, it is a thouszand mil-

games after | jjons: but the English system gives the

name billion to & million millions. Sir
| Henry DBessemer, the famows inventor,
| who is in the habit of oceupying his
| leisure with curious enlenlations for the
| amusement of his grandehildren, tried
[ to convey some ideaof the immensity ex-
| pressed in this little word, He took it
successively as n mensure of time, of
length and of height, Sclecting the
second as the nnit to be used in his first
calculation, he began with the startling
assertion that a billion seconds have not
yet clapsed since the commencement of
the Christian era—nor, indeed, even a
| eixteenth part of that number. A billion
geconds make 51,687 years, seventeen
llluyn‘ twenty-two hours, forty-five min-
utes, five seconds. In regard to length, he
choge for his unit the English sovercign,
a coin of the size of u half-eagle. A
vhain of abillion sovereigus would be long
enoughto pass 700 times around the globe:
or supposing all these coins lay side by
| side, ench in coutact with its neighbor,
it would form about the earth a golden
zone fifty-six feet six inches wide. This
same chain, were it stretched out straight,
would make a line n fraction over 18,-
328,445 miles in extent. For measuring
height, Sir Henry chose for a unit a
single sheet of such paper as that upon
which the London TWmes is printed—a
| meusure of about 1-838 of an inch in
thickness. A billion of these thin shegts
pressed out flut and piled vertically upon
each other would attain the altitude of
47,048 miles. If any one doubts the vor-
roctness of these culoulations e may go
to work mnd figure the thing out for
himself.
